Germany seeks to gain 
control through a German syndicate,

penheim, of Paris. 
Gayo Romano, is the third largest 
Spanish island of tho Antilles and both 
islands, bearing the nearest to the 
United States coasts, would give for­ 
eigners power through their command­ 
ing position.

afflicting dairy stock. 
Ono tact that 
strenghtens my belief that human bac-; 
cilary tubercolosis all derived from the ( 
bovine species, is that where this auimal 
does not exist, pulininory consumption 
is unknown. 
“ The Kirghish, on the steppes of Kus- I 
sia. who have no cows, have domasti- 
oated the horse, udug its milk, meat j 
and skin and a case of pulmonary tu­ 
berculosis has never been known among 
rho tribe. 
The Esquimaux bas no cows; 
neither has he pulmonary consumption 
and I think it can be laid down as a fact 
that where the dairy cow is unknown 
pulmonary consumption does uot pre­ 
vail. 
Let us treat this disease, especial­ 
ly among the cows, as leprosy was 
treated of old, and then we shall be 
saved from the painful necessity of 
treating the human race in like man­ 
ner, for I am convinced that if we stamp 
out tuberculosis in the bovine race a 
few generations will eliminate it from 
the human family.”

New York, Aug. 12.—A dispatch to 
Tho Journal from Paris says: 
Germany certainly, 
and nrobably 
France, are striving to upset the M rn- 
roe doctrine by trying to purchase Cayo 
Romano and Cayo Cruz, two of the is­ 
land of the Greater Antilles, just off 
the northern coast of Cuba. 
Both islands are very fruiiful. They 
are the property of Prudencio Ebanez y 
Vega, a rich Spaniard,living at Paris. 
Neither country seeks to buy the is­ 
lands directly. 
Germany seeks to gain 
control through a German syndicate, 
the chief of which is Baron Adolf Op­ 
penheim, of Paris. 
Gayo Romano, is the third largest 
Spanish island of the Antilles and both 
islands, bearing the nearest to the 
United States coasts, would give for­ 
eigners power through their command­ 
ing position. 
French Jesuites who are compelled to 
leave France, are bidding for the islands. 
The French government prefers that 
the Jesuits get it than the German 
syndicate, because notwithstanding th*1 
practical expulsion of the former French­ 
men, their interests in the islands could 
be arranged in exchange for other con­ 
ditions. 
Ambassador Porter, though not in 
Paris, has cabled to tho state depart­ 
ment concerning tho purchase.

tendon to the subject of tuberculosis 
afflicting dairy stock. One tact that 
streughtens my belief that human bae* 
diary tnbercolosia all derived from the j 
bovine species, is that where this animal | 
does not exist, pulminory consumption . 
is unknown. 
“ The Kirghish, on the steppes of Kus- pQ R 
sia, who have no cows, have domes*!- I 
cated the horse, using its milk, meat 
and skin and a case of pulmonary ta- j 
berculosis has never been known among 
rho tribe. 
The Esquimaux has no cows; j 
neither has he pulmonary consumption • 
and I tkiuk it eau be laiddowu as a fact 
that where the dairy cow is unknown 
pulmonary consumption does not pre­ 
vail. 
Let us treat this disease, especial* \ 
ly among tho cows, as leprosy was j 
treated of old, and then we shall be 
saved from the painful necessity of 
treating the human race in like man­ 
ner, for I ara convinced that if we stamp 
out tu b ercu lo sis in the bovine race a 
few generations will eliminate it from 
the human family.’*
